FRIGHTLUL WRECK. 


A r.ooomotii* Enslne on • FMun(«r 


Train Kxplodei. 


Osage City. Kan., Oct. 5.—A fright- 


ful railroad wreck, attended by serious 
loss of life aud made more terrible by 
the self-murder of one of the terrified 
passengers, occurred at S a. m. on the 
Santa Fe road near here. 


Seven dead bodies have been recov- 


ered from the wreck, and it is feared 
«ther victims are buried beneath the de- 
bris. The wrecked train was the east- 
bound passenger No. 2, the same that 
had such a thrilling experience with 


Jite in New Meiaco on Friday night 


last. The wreck was caused by'tho ex- 
plosion of tho boiler of the locomotive. 
The engineer should have stopped for 
water at Osage City, but being behind 
time he endeavored to run to the nest 
taak. The engineer and fireman both 
met death in the wreck. 


The locomotive was completely shat- 


tered. 
The express, baggage aiid Pi,s- 


senger coaches came crashing upon the 
wrecked engine, and the coaches that 
were ahead were piled np iu one heap 
of wreckage. The coaches iu the rea>- 
were all derailed, but the passengers 
riding in the rear escaped serions in- 
jury. 


The wreck was marked by scenes of 


the wildest confusion among" the terri- 
fied passengers. One passenger. Wil- 
liam Beckler of Los Angeles, en route 
to Chicago, see:ned to lose his reason 
entirely. When the crash came he 
pulled a pistol from his pocket, and in 
the presence of a car full of terrified 
passengers took his own life. Beckler 
had beeu drinking heavily.

For three successive 
days he watched these plants, which 
then showed no trace of injury, although 
every night there were heavy frosts and 
ice formed in exposed water pails. Such 
a degree of cold would, of course, have 
killed potato plants growing at the sea 
level.

er foundation than ever. I know 
Hut the world's stock of precious 
metals is none too large, and I s*e no 
reason to apprehend that ii will ever 
bscome so. Mankind will be fortu- 
nate, indeed, If the annual produc- 
tion of gold and silver coin stall 
keep pate with 
tbe annual 
in- 


crease of population, commerce and 
industry. According to my view ef 
the subject, the conspiracy which 
seems to have been formed here and 
in Europe to destroy by legislation 
and otherwise from three-sevenths to 
one-half the metallic money of the 
world is the most gigantic crime of 
this or any other age. 


The consummation of such a 


scheme would ultimately entail more 
misery upon the human race than all 
the wars, pestilence and tamlne that 
eyer occurred in the history of the 
world. Tbe absolute and Instantan- 
eous destruction of half the movable 
property 
of the world, 
including 


horses, ships, railroads and all other 
appliances for carrying on commerce, 
while it would be felt more sensibly 
at the moment, would not produce 
anything like the prolonged distress 
and disorganization of society that 
must inevitably result from the per- 
manent annihilation of one-hall 
of 


the metallic money of the world.

TO REDEEM SILVER IN GOLD. 


Mr. Brjan Calls Attention to Carlisle's 


latest Statement. 


Onr opponents are doing as ranch 


'CT ns in this campaign as we are able 
;p do for ourselves. And ot all the pub- 
ic documents recently issued the most 
mportant one is the letter just given to 
the public written by the secretary of 
he treasury, frora which I desire to 
quote ens sentence, "It is the duty of 
he secretary of tho treasury and of all 
rther public* officials to uxecute in good 
aitfa the policy declared by congress." 


And mark these words, "And wben- 


ver he shall be satisfied that, the silver 
•ollnr cannot be kept equal in purehas- 
ng power vfitb tho gold dollar except 
y receiving it in'exciiange for the gold 
ollar, when such exchange is demand- 


ed, it will be his dnty to adopt that 
ourse.'" 
I want to mark those words because 


n those words the secretary of the treas- 
ry tells yon that whenever tho secre- 


tary i» sacisfiri) that it is necessary ho 
will at once redeem silver dollars in 
ffold. I call yoar attention to that, my 
friends, because I want to emphasize 
tins deception that has been practiced by 
thi* adxnini*tration on the money ques- 
tion. 


When ,thi» administration advised tbe 


.ofl. the Saerman law. jroa were 


told that tbe repeal of that act •would 
remedy the difficulty. Yet as EOOII as 
the Sherman law -was repealed the same 
authority which promised relief as soon 
as it was repealed came to congress with 
the demand that greenbacks aad treas- 
ury notes must be retired by an issue 
of gold bonds in order to stop the drain 
upon the treasury's gold. But now the 
secretary of the treasury informs you 
that even if the greenbacks and treasury 
notes were all retired, so that there 
would not be a dollar of paper money 
to be presented for gold, yet it would be 
his duty (whenever, in his opinion, it 
became necessary) to redeem silver dol- 
lars in gold and start another endless 
chain and drain upon the treasury. Ac- 
cording to the doctrine laid down in 
Mr. Carlisle's letter you cannot stop the 
drain of gold from the treasury until 
you retire all the silver dollars and sil- 
ver certificates and leave nothing but 
gold as the money of the country. 


I am glad that this declaration has 


been made. I am glad that bur op- 
ponents are, step by step, revealing to 
the public eye this heartless, merciless, 
criminal policy. I am glad that they 
have told the public that we must have 
gold aione, and then confessed to the 
public that we are in the bands of two 
banking syndicates and must pay them 
for that gold whatever they -want. 


Talk about monopolies 1 Talk aboat 


trusts! My friends, they propose to es- 
tablish the most gigantic of all trusts— 
a money trust—and let the fmv men who 
hold the gold dole is out at snch price 
as they will to all the other 70,000,000 
of free born American people. I de- 
nounce the policy as more cruel and 
heartless than political domination of a 
foreign power. I would rather, as some 
one has said, put our army in the hands, 
of a foreign general or our navy in com- 
mand of a foreign admiral than to put 
the treasury department in the hands of 
a secretary who would barter it away to 
a syndicate.

Oitawa, Saturday evening, came 


very nearly being the s;one ol a 
d-.uble tragedy. It was a c;se where 
an enraged and worthless husbaud 
attempted to take the life of his wife 
and afterward his own. The act was 
not committed in a room or a place 
closed to the view of the public, but 
on the sidewalk of one of the princi- 
pal streets of the town. The man 
who attempted the murder and sui- 
cide was Frank Depew. They had 
started from their home to go up 
town and when just off of Main street 
he drew a razor and remarked that he 
guessed they had better both die and 
attempted to cut his wife's throat. 
He slashed her face in two places and 
eun her arm as she was attempting to 
defend herself. He then, with tbe 
same weapon, attempted to end his 
wretched existence by drawing tbe 
keen edge of the razor across his own 
throat. The wuund he made was an 
ugly one and nearly severed the wind- 
pipe. The jugular vein was not cut 
and the probabilities are that he will 
recover. 


When first taken in charge by the 


authorities it was believed that he 
would die, but unless nature should 
refuse to heal the wounds both will 
recover. 
Immediately after the au- 


thorities heard of the affair Depew 
was placed under arrest for attempted 
murder and now lingers In the jail 
suffering from a triple burden and 
awaiting the action of a* grand jury, 
which will doubtless judge him a 
".rlminal.

ezuelan merchants that we conk! export;

cutlery, fencing wire, mining and sugar 
machinery, agricultural implements, 
carriages, cars, steam engines, lumber' ' 
cotton goods, certain kinds of wearing 
apparel, all kinds of articles for home 
tarnishing and decoration, carpets cur- 
tains, rags and novelties." 


It is believed that the practical 


American business methods shown in 
the coudnct of the exhibition will prove 
a salutary lesson to Venezuelans. The 
association will not engage in a com- 
mission business on its own account, 
but, ou the contrary, will make use of 
existing business houses for the promo- 
tion of international trade. As imports 
to this country from Venezuela arc- 
largely in excess of American exports 
thither, there is always a large balance 
against the United States, and iu the 
absence of adequate banking facilities 
the_cstablished commission houses, with 
their large balances in this country, of- 
fer the most convenient agency for the 
transaction of business with Venezuela 
and for the safe guarantee of the ac- 
counts 'Of Venezuelan purchasers. 


Business generally is on sound foot- 


ing in Venezuela. Tho currency is on a 
gold basis, and the principal banks are 
managed on sound business lines. They 
are all in a perfectly solvent condition. 
Coffee forms about two-thirds of the 
total exports of the country; then comes 
cocoa; hides, dyeing and "tanning ma- 
ttrials, hard wood and minerals follow 
in the order mentioned. 


The Germans are first in importance, 


numbers and energy as brokers through- 
out Venezuela. Great Britain has hith- 
erto been the most formidable competi- 
tor of the United States in trade with 
Venezuela. The consensus of mercantile 
opinion in that country is to the effect 
that the result of the present territorial 
complication with Great Britain will 
ho a closer commercial relationship be- 
tween the United States and Venezuela.

It is only an extension of the prin- 


ciple that an Englishman's house is 
his castle to make a rule that a Prot- 
estant preacher shall not unbosom 
himself on tho subject of the pope 
in an Irish court or that a zealous 
Christian shall not preach an Eng- 
lish variant of anti-Semitism in the 
local ghetto. If tho inhabitants of 
the district wish to know -what can 
be said against their religion, they 
have abundant opportunities all 
around them.

There are men who work in head-

One might im- 
agine that the stores are full of peo- 
ple who can turn in and drape win- 
dows; but, without long experience 
and continued study of the methods 
of handling whatever line of goods 
a man is most fitted to work in, it is

The experienced man 
knows just where to start the work, 
and in finishing the job there are no 
holes through which one can sec the 
background.
